The reason giv en for this u nex ­ 
p ected tu rn of affairs is that the p eo­ 
p le along the right-of:way were ask ­ 
ing ex orbitant p rices for right-of-way 
and bey ond reason. 
That the comp any is seriou s in this 
m atter is p rov en by the fact that the 
contracts for right-of-way which wTere 
to hav e been let last week were w ith­ 
held. 
The comp any will continu e to giv e 
op tions on the right-of-way and to 
carry throu gh the cou rts all condemna­ 
tion p roceedings so that the ex act 
amou nt that the right-of-way will 
cost can be definitely determined. 
If 
the ap p raisers ap p raise all that will 
hav e to be condemned in the same 
p rop ortion as that of Oliv er Nash in 
Fay ette cou nty , the p rosp ects of the 
road being bu ilt on that line is v ery 
u ncertain. 
The rou te most fav orable if the C011- 
nersv ille rou te is abandoned is throu gh 
Alp ine to Ox ford. 
This rou te has 
alway s been considered v ery fav orably 
and may finally 1)6 determined on. 
Rep resentativ es of the comp any will 
begin 111 a few day s to ascertain what 
a right-of-way along that line will 
cost. 
A rep resentativ e of the comp any ad­ 
m itted to the Rep u blican 
that 4he 
other rou tes were again being consid­ 
ered, and said that a nu mber of p er­ 
sons liv ing along the rou te had been 
v ery u nfair, citing as a few instances 
the cases of Oliv er Nash and Mr. Bil- 
by , who ask ed $YO(X) and $6000 resp ec­ 
tiv ely . 
Also Elmer Gu ffln, who ask ed 
$1000. 
George Looney is said to hav e 
ask ed more than $200 p er acre, and 
Oansada Bebou t ask ed an ex tremely 
large p rice with a nu mber of sp ecial 
p riv eloges which the comp any cou ld 
not grant. 
A large 
nu mber of the 
p rop erty owners hav e been fair some 
ev en donating the right-of-way . 
The Rep u blican has hop ed from the 
beginning that we cou ld be joined 
with ou r neighboring city , Conners­ 
v ille, by the new road, and tru sts that 
matters may y et be adju sted in some 
way to mak e it still p ossible.

wo uld v enture o n such a dang ero us 
and ho peless mo v ement is no t taken 
serio usly . 
Acco rding to co rrespo ndents at Jap­ 
anese headquarters up to May 2 9 no th­ 
ing impo rtant had dev elo ped bey o nd 
o utpo st enco unters. 
Japanese tro o ps 
are larg ely eng ag ed In building ro ads 
and bridg es. 
One co rrespo ndent say s 
that General Kuro ki g av e a luncheo n 
to fo reig n military attaches to cele­ 
brate the v icto ry o n the Yalu, while 
almo st simultaneo usly the Japanese 
first army was info rmed o f the Kin 
Cho u v icto ry . 
The same co rrespo nd­

General Kuro patkin, a St. Peters­ 
burg co rrespo ndent say s, is fig hting 
two enemies, o ne at ho me, the o ther 
in Manchuria. While his military rep­ 
utatio n is underg o ing a terrible o rdeal, 
he ia also accused o f failure ae min­ 
ister o f war to make pro per prepara­ 
tio ns fo r war. 
The empero r is al­ 
leg ed to be so dissatisfied that he 
wo uld dismiss bo th Aiex leff and Kure- 
patkin were it no t that he fears the 
effect o n public o pinio n. 
The g eneral 
Impressio n amo ng the hig hest classes 
is that the fall o f Po rt Arthur o ug ht 
to co nno te the end o f the war, and 
that if Japan succeeds in this aim Rus­ 
sia's best interest wo uld he to make 
peace, but no bo dy , the co rrespo ndent 
av ers, has the mo ral co urag e to make 
such a sug g estio n to the empero r. 
The co rrespo ndent also asserts that 
an ag reement 1s drawn whereby Ger­ 
many pro mises armed suppo rt to Rus­ 
sia if necessary to prev ent Eng land 
and the United Ftates fro m attempting 
to aubmlt the far Eastern questio n to 
an internatio nal co ng ress, and de­ 
clares that the recent relax atio n o f 
anti-Jewish laws by Russia is the o ut­ 
co me o f the desire o f the minister o f 
the interio r to co nciliate American 
o pinio n.

In order to keep a Re­ 
publican organ In his county , Mr. Self 
purchased 
It, and, though knowing 
nothing about the practical work of a 
plant of that character, with his in­ 
come from the plant and his legal pro­ 
fession, he has ever since been able 
to keep the newspaper alive to battle 
for Republican principles. 
As a result

delegates to meet here a short time 
before the convention to make arrange­ 
ments for the trip and to pro-rate the 
expenses for the headquarters. 
It is 
understood that each of the thirty del­ 
egates wnl be assessed 
$100 as a start­ 
er. 
This does not include the expen­ 
ses the delegates will be put to for 
their own rooms. 
There have been 
rumors that some of the delegates will 
try to get a statement from Senator 
Fairbanks as to whether or not he will 
aoeept the nomination for vice presi­ 
dent, but his friends stated today that 
they do not believe that any effort will 
be made to embarrass him.

No cause can be assigned fo r the 
act by the members o f Mr. McLane’s 
fam ily .- Since the fire o f last February 
he has been kept assiduo usly at wo rk 
administering the affairs o f the city ,

and 
rebuilding o f the 
burned district. 
This, to gether with 
criticisms by his po litical o ppo nents, 
is tho ught to have caused tempo rary 
aberratio n o f mind. 
May o r McLane was elected as a 
Demo crat to the o ffice o f chief magis­ 
trate o f the municipality in May o f last 
y ear fo r a term o f fo ur y ears.

o f James L. McLane, president o f the 
First Natio nal bank, and nephew o f 
Ro bert M. McLane, fo rmer go verno r 
o f Mary land and United States minis­ 
ter to France during President Cleve 
land’s first administratio n. 
Previo us 
to his electio n as may o r he had fo r 
fo ur y ears filled the o ffice o f state's 
atto rney , in which he had distinguish­ 
ed himself by a zealo us and Intelli­ 
gent discharge o f his duties. 
During 
his brief administratio n o f the may ­ 
o ralty o ffice he had bro ught upo n him­ 
self the antago nism o f the regular 
Demo cratic o rganizatio n by the ap­ 
po intment o f independent members o f 
th© party . 
Recently there has been
